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Point Pinole Regional Shoreline, on the Richmond shoreline, offers park visitors hiking in grassland and among eucalyptus forests, picnicking, 
fishing from the shoreline or the quarter-mile-long pier, a play area for kids, and historical remnants of the area’s dynamite manufacturing past.

Spotlight on Point Pinole 


Point Pinole’s Bay View Trail , a 1.7-mile trail along the park’s shoreline, offers an ideal 
atmosphere for reflection-solitude, natural beauty, and the sounds of wind and waves. 


Often referred to as a hidden treasure, 
Point Pinole Regional Shoreline offers 
a little bit of everything. 

The park’s 12 miles of mostly flat 
trails traverse grassy meadows, through 
a shady eucalyptus grove, and along 
the shoreline on both sides of the park. 

History buffs enjoy the park’s 
colorful 80-year history of explosives 
manufacturing, which from 1880 to 
1960 turned out 2 billion pounds of 
dynamite. Remnants can still be found 
today, making Point Pinole a historic 
landmark. Brochures located at the 
parking lot kiosk highlight the history, 
flora, fauna, and geography of the area. 

The Bay View Trail along the 
western shore is part of the San 
Francisco Bay Trail system that rings 
the bay. Visitors taking that trail will 
walk by the park’s northernmost point, 
which is home to a quarter-mile fishing 
pier and the only existing shoreline 
cliffs in this part of the bay. 

Visitors wanting a quick trip out to 
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the pier can use the flat, asphalt trail 
from the parking lot. It is perfect for 
strollers, less experienced cyclists, or 
skaters. Park-goers can also take a 
ride on the park’s shuttle, which 
makes its route every half-hour 
between the parking lot and pier. The 
shuttle operates Wednesdays through 
Sundays from 7:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. A 
small fee is charged. 

Sturgeon, striped bass, and other 
fish are plentiful for anglers from the 
pier and shoreline. A California state 
fishing license is required for 
shoreline fishing, Anglers should 
check signs posted at the pier for 
regulations and quantity limitations. 

The park is located off Giant 
Highway in Pinole. From I-80, take 
the Richmond/Fitzgerald Drive exit 
to Giant Hwy. The park is less than 
one mile north of this intersection.

Park District seeks $3.7 million in funding 
for 673-acre addition to Las Trampas 


The Park District is taking 
steps to purchase and preserve 
asignificant piece of land ad- 
jacent to Las Trampas Re- 
gional Wilderness. 

At a September meeting, 
the Board of Directors unani- 
mously approved to secure an 
option to buy the 673-acre 
Gleason property, which over- 
looks the Lamorinda area. 

Viewed as one of the most 
important acquisitions in over 
adecade, the property is rich 
in riparian habitats and 
densely wooded areas. 

The nearly 1.5 miles of 
tidgeline and canyon slopes 
provide a natural habitat for 
many species, including those 
on the threatened and endan- 
gered list. 

Should the District succeed 
in this purchase, the property
